The mere fact that a man shouts 
louder than anybody else for the 
gold standard or for free silver 
does not fit him to wrestle with 
kn otty problems that have no prac­ 
tical bearing on national politics. 


T he two deputy constables who 
stand charged with the crime of 
extortin g money from an aban ­ 
doned woman for alleged “ protec­ 
tion ” may be willing to let the ac­ 
cusation stand answered only by 
their plea of “ not guilty.” 
But 
the people of Sedalia are not will­ 
ing to let their trusted public serv­ 
ants stand in such a light. The de­ 
man d for a full, exhaustive, im­ 
partial and public investigation is 
general. 
The 
public 
wan ts 
to 
kn ow whether its officials are un ­ 
worthy, 
or whether this city is 
cursed with a lot of liars and 
slanderers who conspire 
to ruin 
the reputation of honest, worthy 
officers. 
The accused owe it to 
themselves, as well as to the com­ 
mun ity, to demand a public vin di­ 
cation, even if it is necessary to go 
back to first principles and hold a 
town meeting to appoin t an un ­ 
prejudiced committee to try the 
case. 


Mu. B r y a n co ntinues to sho w 
good sense, says the Springfield, 
Mass., Republican , regardin g the 
Ohio situation, and in this other 
democrats will do well to follow 
his example. 
N ot recriminations 
an d the rubbin g of old sores are in 
order, but candor, patience 
and 
that harmon y which leads to unity 
of action. 
In a letter written to a 
Cleveland Bryan man the last dem­ 
ocratic candidate for the presidency

pleased with the repudiation of the 
Kansas City platform by Ohio 
democrats, Mr. Bryan sets his seal 
of disapproval upon any move cal­ 
culated to do possible harm to the 
democratic ticket as n omin ated.” 
This is not only good news for the 
democratic party, it is a welcome 
sign of leadership in which ail good 
citizens who desire to witness the 
lifting up of an efficient opposition 
party can take comfort. 


S c o f f e r s will of course remain 
unconvinced, and say tliat the rains 
would have come anyhow, says the 
Marshall Democrat-News, but all 
Christian people of Missouri will 
see the answer to prayer in the 
showers that less than a week after 
the day of prayer appointed by the 
governor, visited nearly every part 
of the state. 
The answer has come 
as promptly this time as it did in 
18 74. 
Skeptics may attribute the 
one answer to mere coincidence, 
but in geometrical progression it 
becomes irrational to attribute two 
successive answers to the state’s 
petitions to the mere workin g of 
blind chance. Faith in the eOicacy 
of prayer should be vastly stren gth­ 
ened throughout the state of Mis­ 
souri.
